The 
recent finaneial flurry in the ‘United 
States and the importance of postal 
‘savings banks in encouraging. econo- 
my and confidence on the part of a 
large claus of amali depoaltors prompt- 
ed the conan general in making his 
report. 

The postal saving. bank epatem in 


France was created on April 19, 1881, 
Id the returns of 1882. show that 


during. that year the number of banks 


. established and in operation was 6,024 


with 211.80 deposit acgonnts remain- 
ing open on Desember 31. The whole 
amount of deposits, insluding inter- 
este in all the hanks at the close of 
the year was $9,187,116, At the slose 
of 1904 the number of postal savings 
banks had increased’ to 7,983, with 
4,245,446 depositors, and Aeposita, in- 
| eluding. interést due to depositors on 
Dec. 31—amounting to 3229, 188, 290, 
These: deposits have steadily. in- 
creased until they reached on October 
31, 1907, the sum of $267,519,423, an in- 
crease of $338,361,133 within à period 
of thirty-four months. : 

The poslal savings banks pay in- 
terest on deposits at the rate of 2 2-2 
per cent, compounded, and the amount 
of endh canh deposit acconnt Is limit - 
ed to 1,500 francs, ($289.50) When a 
account exceeds’ that 
amount the bank will purchase ‘rentes’ 
or national 3 per cent band with the 
surplus, keep them on deposit, collect 
the coupons when they fall due and 
credit the interest ao received to the 
account of the depositor. 

A marked growth in sentiment in 
tits country in favor of the catabliah- 
ment of postal aavings banks is ad.
